9t sway electoral voter 


Sharon Sharp makes her mark on 


history this morning. 


Mrs. Sharp, GOP committee woman 


In Elk Grove Township, Is headed for 
Springfield where she will be one of 
538 Americans electing the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


She Is a member of the Electoral 


College, an honor she concedes was 
bestowed upon her for her Republican 
volunteer work in a state carried by 
Gerald Ford In November. 


The Arlington Heights 
resident 


plans to mark her ballot for Ford, de- 
spite pleas from other candidates for 
her vote. 


SINCE .SHE was named an elector, 


she has received a number of letters 


G°' 


(00 


from so-called candidates asking her 
support. 


They arc not from big names like 


President-elect Jimmy Carter or con- 
tender Eugene McCarthy or even Ro- 
ger McBride, 1072's maverick elector 
who was the Libertarian candidate for 
president this year. 


Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tildcn W. Johnsen of Los 
Angeles and Robert L. Brewster of Al- 
buquerque, N.M., both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes. 


Johnson's main issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs. Sharp, is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate — 
the control by "foreign sources" of 
the editorial management of the ma- 


jor American television networks and 
newspapers through payments of "bil- 
lions of dollars." 


BREWSTER, who repeatedly mis- 


spells the word "electoral" in his let- 
ter to Mrs. Sharp, says a "terrible 
earthquake" will ravage California if 
he Isn't elected. 


"I am sure you are aware that a 


hurricane (first in 10 years) damaged 
the New York City area after the 
Democratic Convention failed to nom- 
inate me as their presidential candi- 
date," he said. "Furthermore, the 
newspapers reported that approxi- 
mately 60 minor earthquakes oc- 
curred In California after the Novem- 
ber election." 


If she was so inclined, Mrs. Sharp 


could cast her ballot for one of these 
candidates — or for anybody else for 
that matter. 


While some states have the power 


to fine electors if they don't follow the 
popular vote, Illinois has no such law. 
Nowhere in the country is an elector 
required to vote for a specific candi- 
date. 


ONLY SEVEN electors have ever 


broken tradition. McBride was the 
last to do so, voting for Libertarian 
candidate Theodora Nathan in 1972 in 
Virginia, a state that voted for Nixon. 


"There's always a temptation for 


people to buck the system. I'm sur- 
prised it hasn't happened more," Mrs. 
Sharp says. "It's a foolish thing to 
leave this open." 


If she wanted to vote for someone 


other than Ford, she says, the only 
penalty she would risk is the wrath of 
the Republican Party. But, she says 
"I could go down there (to Spring- 
field) and say 'Hey gang, I want to go 
down In history, and I've got this ego 
problem, and I'm going to vote (or 
Sharon Sharp'." 


Mrs. Sharp says she doesn't have 


any desire to vote for anyone other 
than Ford. There's only one thing that 
limits the excitement of it all. 


"I would have rather been voting 


for a winner," she says. "What gets 
me the most is going to Springfield 
and voting for President Ford know- 
ing that he's already selling his house.

Unit mulls 
building 
tax break

New commercial, industrial and 


large apartment buildings may be in 
for a tax break in 1977 under a pro- 
posal by suburban members of the 
Cook County Board. 


The proposal would reduce assess- 


ments on new commercial, industrial 
and apartment buildings with six 
units or more to 17 per cent of their 
market value for four years. 


Normally, the assessment on com- 


mercial and industrial buildings Is 33 
per cent and apartment buildings are 
assessed at 40 per cent of market val- 
ue. 


B o a r d members Carl Hanscn, 


Mount Prospect, and Joseph A. Tec- 
son proposed the countywlde assess- 
ment reduction as an alternative to a 
plan 
offered 
by County Assessor 


Thomas M. Tully that would reduce 
assessments 
on 
new 
commercial 


buildings only in specially designated 
blighted areas. 


"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging In Cook County," Hanscn said. "I 
believe the incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board. We have to 
look at the problem in total." 


THE PLAN TO cut assessment on 


new commercial buildings will be the 
subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board finance 
com- 


mittee. Business Interests and 
com- 


mercial real estate brokers generally 
support the idea. 


Howard Krafsur, of Bennet and 


Kahnweller Associates, developers of 
Centex Industrial Park in Elk Grove 
Village, said Cook County and Illinois 
must take steps to keep and attract 
industry. 


"Industry has moved from Chicago 


to the suburbs and now out of state. If 
they don't do something they're going 
to find real problems in 25 to 35 
years." 


Krafsur said taxes on a new Indus- 


trial building in Northwest Cook Coun- 
ty will be significantly higher than on 
the identical building in DuPage 
County. 


"If the question Is has Cook County 


lost buildings to other counties be- 
cause of taxes, the answer is yes," he 
said. 


The full ramifications of the lower 


assessment proposal still are not 
known, Hanscn said. Some of the tax 
impact information is being compiled 
now.

We 
never had but two small arguments. 
She loves me and I love her " 


Asked if she was disturbed about 


son Jimmy's Playboy Magazine Inter- 
view, In which he acknowledged lus- 
ting In his heart after women, she 
said it bothered her for a couple of 
days. She recalls she was fixing 


breakfast when he said, "Mother dxi 
you hear about Playboy?

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Suburban digest 
Dist. 23 voters 
OK tax rate hike 


Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 voters approved, by a 3-1 margin, a 


referendum authorizing a 60-ccnt lax Increase. There were 943 
'yes' voles and 288 'no' votes cast In Saturday's referendum, Supt. 
Edward Grodsky said. In the past 12 years, voters in the district 
havo defeated five rcfcrcndums. Passage of the referendum will 
allow the board of education to Increase the tax rate In the district 
from $1.60 per $100 assessed valuation to $2.20 per $100, said 
James Hcndrcn, district business manager. The 60-ccnt Increase 
will bo levied gradually over six years and property owners' tax 
bills will not reflect the first Increase until 1978, Hcndrcn said. The 
district faces a $278,000 deficit and has already borrowed as much 
as legally allowed, Board Prcs. Mclvln Laco said. 


Towns lo discuss legal action 


Officials from DCS Plalncs and many of the 39 other commu- 


nities that buy Chicago water will meet tonight to discuss possible 
legal action to prevent a 21 per cent Increase In water rates. Nllcs 
Mayor Nicholas Blase, the organizer of the opposition, said the 
suburban communities are considering taking action against Chi- 
cago because they believe their communities already are being 
charged Improperly for water and that the rate Increase will make 
the situation worse. "Wo should not be paying for things that are 
solely bcntficlal to the people of Chicago," he said. BInso said he 
will recommend the filing of a class action lawsuit by the suburbs 
to prevent the proposed Increase expected to bo passed by the 
Chicago City Council. The Des Plalncs City Council last week voted 
unanimously lo pay up to $2,000 lo participate In legal action 
against Chicago because of the proposed rate Increase. 


OPEC economists meet 
to discuss oil price raise 


DOHA, QATAR (UPI) - 
Econo- 


mists of the 13-notlon Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries Sun- 
day began a three-day meeting to pre- 
pare for tho summit conference later 
this week on tho first oil price in- 
crease in a year. 


OPEC delegates gathered In the 


tightly guarded 
Gulf Hotel over- 


looking oil tankers in tho blue waters 
of the Persian Gulf. 


Guards patrolled tho hotel grounds 


to prevent a repetition of tho kidnap- 
ing of OPEC ministers by guerrillas 
at Vienna last year. Machine guns 
were set up behind the hotel. 


AN INCREASE of 10 per cent In tho 


price of petroleum — enough to add 
112 billion to tho Industrial world's an- 
nual fuel bill — has been forecast by 
many economy experts. It would bo 
tho lint Increase in a year. 


This would be a compromise be- 


tween moderate increase proposed by 
Gulf Arab states with largo oil sur- 
pluses and the IS per cent more asked 
by heavily populated countries, In- 
cluding Iran, which have pinned am- 
bitious development programs to oil 
earnings. 


Tho Gulf states reportedly fear that 


a substantial increase could damage 
Western economies, In which they 
have Invested heavily and on which 
they depend for their own devel- 
opment. 


Tho United States tost week again 


"opposed any price Increase. "Higher 
oil prices would pose considerable 
risks to tho already sluggish pace of 
economic recovery in industrialized 
countries," sold a State Department 
study.

Journalism professor says: 
Trown may catch you in a lie' 


ATHENS, Ohio (UPI) - A furrowed 


forehead. Arching eyebrows. The 
blink of an eye, perhaps a frown. All 
of these could be signs that you are 
telling a lie. 


At least that's the theory of Ohio 


University journalism professor Ro- 
ger Bennett, who Is studying facial 
expressions in an effort to provide an 
Invaluable tool to Journalists. 
' 


Bennett says subconscious facial ex- 


pressions, ordinarily occurlng in a 
fraction of a second, may give people 
away when they are not telling the 
truth. 


"The untrained person wouldn't no- 


tice them," Bennett said. 


BUT THE VETERAN reporter has 


developed a training film for his 
classes which can be slowed down and 
gradually speeded up until the viewer 
can pick up the "lie" expressions. 


The method la not new, Bennett 


says, having been used in psychology 
and by students of nonverbal commu- 
nication. But, he decided to try and 


apply the technique directly to jour- 
nalism. 


"Reporters need more tools than 


just a sharp pencil, a notepad and a 
list of good questions," said Bennett, 
who is doing the research for bis doc- 
torate degree. "I wanted a more sci- 
entific approach to teach to my stu- 
dents. 


"In the study I trained people to lie 


and then videotaped them without 
their knowlege. I then had groups of 
students study the films to see if they 
could catch the liars. They could do so 
about 80 per cent of the time. 


"What they look for Is an eyeblink 


or other facial expressions, such as a 
person's Jaw dropping. Normally, an 
eyeblink takes about one-fifth of a 
second, but in the case of the liars we . 
found it to be a 40th of a second. 
That's all but invisible to the un- 
trained eye and without slowing down 
. the tape." 


BENNETT IS improving his train- 


Ing film by incorporating videotape of 
the Senate Watergate proceedings. 


"It's on record who lied at certain 


times and who was telling the truth," 
he said. "So we can put the theory to 
a sound test If the technique had 
been perfected before Watergate it 
could have been a great aid and may 
have greatly speeded up the proceed- 
ings." 


Bennett says he became interested 


In the idea after 12 years as a journal- 
ist. 


"There's nothing more frustrating 


than being lied to by a source," he 
said. "If reporters are going to print 
the truth, they have to find it first, 
and I think this method will help."

THE CDC reported that as of a 


week ago only 35 million Americans 
had been Inoculated, a total far below 
the program's expectations. 


The public opinion surveys were 


conducted by Opinion Research Corp. 
for the Bureau of Health Education of 
CDC. They were based on 1.513 inter- 
views in October and 1,464 in Novem- 
ber. 


The samplings showed that 07 per 


cent of those Interviewed had heard 
about swine Influenza and 57 per cent 
answered "yes" to tho question: "Do 


jou intend to get a shot to prevent 
swine flu?" 


Of those who had heaid of swine flu, 


however, only 12 per cent contacted in 
the October survey reported having 
learned of the vaccination from their 
doctors. 


In the November survey, the per- 


centage of persons hearing about tho 
swine flu program from their doctors 
had risen to 25 per cent. But most still 
said they learned of the program 
through the news media.

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Metropolitan briefs 
New rabies shots 
less painful: doctor 


In a major breakthrough, researchers have developed an effec- 


tive and simplified new treatment for rabies, a physician said 
Sunday. The treatment Involves only half a dozen shots with no 
side effects. Dr. Hilary Koprowskl wrote In this week's Issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical Association, published In Chi- 
cago. Current methods Involve 14 to 21 Injections with frequent 
severe side reactions. 


Koprokskl reported on field trials In Iran in which 45 persons 


severely bitten by rabid gogs and wolves were treated with a new 
rabies vaccine. "This treatment," Koprowskl said, "In contrast 
with past experience with other vaccines, resulted In protection of 
all Individuals against rabies. Thus, almost a century after the 
poVcxpoitire treatment of humans was initiated, an effective tool 
for protecting man against rabies has finally been developed,"

Central counting 
of absentee 
ballots studied

A bill to permit centralized account- 


ing of absentee ballots will be in- 
troduced next month in the Illinois 
General Assembly, Cook County Clerk 
Stanley T. Kusper sold Sunday. 


The proposed change In the state 


election law Is intended to avoid a re- 
currence of the problems in the No- 
vember election in which thousands of 
absentee ballots In Cook County were 
not counted because they were not de- 
livered to precinct polling places be- 
fore G p.m. 


A second voting bill that would al- 


low county clerks to count absentee 
ballots that are post marked up until 
midnight on election day and deliv- 
ered to the clerk within two days after 
the election, also will be Introduced, 
Kusper said. 


State Sen. Michael I. Brady, D-llth, 


and Stale Rep. Jane Barnes, R-8th, 
will cosponsor the bills. The legisla- 
tive measures will be kept separate, 
Kusper said, because the proposal to 
accept late postmarked 
ballots is 


more controversial. 


THE CENTRALIZED counting of 


b a l l o t s p r o p o s a l will Include 
safeguards as to how the ballots ore 
received, stored and tallied, Kusper 
said. A reasonable number of observ- 
ers representing political parties and 
civic groups would be permitted to 
watch the ballot '•ounting, he said. 


Central accounting would be option- 


al in each county, according to Kus- 
pcr's plan. 


"It Is n simple fact that only in 


Cook County, because of its size and 
the number of voters, does the deliv- 
ery provision of the code present a 
seemingly impossible problem. Any 
effort to Impose on other counties a 
solution to a problem that peculiarly 
is our own, would do nothing but in- 
vite opposition from other 
officials 


and threaten passage of the entire 
proposal," Kusper sold. 


Provision for accepting ballots with 


m i d n i g h t postmarks, if adopted, 
would have to apply statewide. 


"It is obviously necessary to close 


the election at some point, but is it 
really necessary to shut down the en- 
tire process on the day of election 
since officially the ballots are not can- 
vassed until several days later, Kus- 
per said. 


STATE LEGISLATIVE action is 


necessary for both proposals because 
the Illinois Constitution requires elec- 
tion laws be uniform throughout the 
state. As long as counties arc given 
the option of centralized accounting, 
the constitutional requirement would 
be met, Kusper said. 


He said "watchful eyes" will ensure 


there is no fraud In accounting all the 
absentee ballots In one office Instead 
of at individual polling places. But he 
said the number of observers will 
have to be realistic "or we may well 
find ourselves with . hundreds of 
watchers most of whom will be unable 
lo see anything." 


Centralized counting and tho pro- 


posal to extend tho absentee voting 
deadline will help correct existing 
conditions under which many ab- 
sentee ballots go uncounted, Kusper 
said. 


Some 11,000 ballots came "pouring 


into the clerk's olfice" on election day 
in November and several hundred 
more ballots arrived after the election 
even though they were mailed in what 
should have been enough time for de- 
livery. 


"We'll never get all the ballots — 


(lie U.S. postal service and humans 
being what they are," Kusper said 
"but this is a step to significantly ex- 
tend absentee voting rights."

usually want to purchase better 
homes, the least desirable homes arc 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced homes aru built, she said, so 
those who earn middle incomes arc 
forced to settle for the undesirable 
homes If they with to remain in the 
community.

NIPC Is the regional planning agen- 


cy for Cook, Du Page, take. Kane,. 
Mcllcnry and Will counties and the 
clearinghouse for federal aid appli- 
cations from local governments within 
the region. 


Next year, NIPC Is expected to 


adopt a permanent policy by which to 
measure a suburb's compliance with 
federal open housing laws. At that 
time, suburbs that da not comply 
could find it Increasingly difficult to 
get NIPC endorsement of their feder- 
al grant applications. 


Mrs. Ouoba said Elk Grove Village 


is undertaking a housing study to find 
ways of providing more moderately 
priced housing for those who work in 
the village's large industrial section. 


FEDERAL GUIDELINES preserve 


the right of a worker to be able to 
afford to live in or near the commu- 
nity he or she works in, she said, and 
one-third of the study will list possible 
steps that can be taken to meet those 
housing needs in the community, she 
said. 


Mrs. Duoba stressed that suburban 


communities must begin to work now 
to meet the needs of long-time resi- 
dents and nonresident workers, 


"If you do nothing, tno forces still 


go on around you and the status quo 
is no longer the status quo," she said.

About 90 community housing lead- 


ers responded to the NIPC survey on 


the effects of neighborhood deteriora- 
tion, and the findings formed the 
basis for the workshop. 


Housing leaders of several close-in 


suburban communities, including west 
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suburban Cicero and Belhvood. urged 
increased federal grants to revive the 
older neighborhoods and to encourage 
a racial and economic balance. 


They asked for solutions to the 


problem of racially and economically 
integrating communities without di- 
viding them into easily recognizable 
low-, middle-or high-income blocks or 
into racial and ethnic areas. 


Dist. 25 facing decline 
in enrollment: survey

A door-to-door canvass conducted 


by PTA members during November 
counted 2,101 preschoolers in Dist. 25, 
Gerald Williams, director of adminis- 
tration and planning, said. 


PTA members last year counted 


2,890 preschoolers In a similar can- 
vass of the district, he said. 


If the PTA's figures hold, Dist. 23 


can expect 601 kindergarteners in 
1977, 518 in 1978, 524 in 1979, 458 in 
1980 and 413 in 1981, Williams said.

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Disturbing questions at Harper 


./usl over a year iigo.volcrs in 


the Northwest suburbs approved 
funds for Harper College to buy 
land in Arlington Heights for a 
possible second compus. 


At that time, college officials 


siid they would carefully weigh 
future enrollment trends at the 
college before going ahead with 
construction 
on 
the 
second 


campus. Residents would be as- 
sured that no second campus 
u on Id be built unless there was 
a clear need. Harper officials 
repeatedly said. 


Since then the college board 


has taken preliminary steps to 
hire an architect for the second 
campus. And just last week. 
Hoard Prcs. Shirley Munson 
raised some important and dis- 
turbing questions about whether 
the college board has received 
sufficient information on 
the 


college's enrollment this year to 
do further planning. 


One of the most disturbing 


parts 
of 
Munson's 
question 


about enrollment, however, was 
the reaction she got from one of 
her fellow board members. 


When Munson raised the ques- 


tion. Board Member William 
Kelly suggested her question 
had "political" motivations and 
said. "It would appear you arc 
opposed to the development of a 
.second 
campus 
in Arlington 


Heights." 


That comment runs directly 


counter to all the assurances 


voters received last year that 
no decision would be made on 
the subject of a second campus 
until all the facts arc in. Kelly's 
statement 
Implies that board 


members must now be "for" or 
"against" a 
.second 
campus 


when they ask for additional in- 
formation. 


If that is what Kelly meant by 


his comment — and If other 
board members and the Harper 
administration agree with its 
implications — the voters have 
cause for alarm. It is beginning 
to look like promises made dur- 
ing the referendum campaign 
arc being forgotten. 


The other disturbing aspect of 


Munson's question about enroll- 
ment is her contention that col- 
lege officials apparently have 
been slow this year in providing 
enrollment data. In September 
the board received a report on 
the college's 10th day 
enroll- 


ment, but Munson was con- 
cerned that the board had not 
received a report on mid-term 
enrollment, the number which 
is used by the state to deter- 
mine how much state aid the 
college will receive. 


Munson says that after three 


weeks of asking, she was finally 
given, last week, an enrollment 
report which included mid-term 
figures. 


For those who have followed 


Harper's progress through the 


years that, by itself, is extraor- 
dinary. In the past, particularly 
when enrollment has been sky- 
rocketing, board members were 
regularly given written and oral 
reports during board meetings 
on enrollment. 


Harper officials claim they 


have not slowed down the re- 
porting of enrollment figures to 
the board, despite Munson's 
claim. 


In the report Munson and the 


rest of the board received lost 
week, the number of full-time 
students 
taking courses 
for 


credit has dropped from 6,727 
last year to 6,558 this year. 


The explanation for the drop 


is apparent when one looks at 
the total numbers of full-and 
p a r t-time students attending 
Harper — a number that is still 
increasing. College officials ex- 
plain more students arc taking 
fewer courses each. The in- 
crease in part-time students ac-

Airbag decision wise 


U. S. Transportation Sec. Wil- 


liam Colemnn has wisely de- 
cided against a 
requirement 


that airbags be installed in all 
new American cars. 


Instead, the secretary pro- 


posed n two-year test with the 
safety devices installed in about 
5 per cent of the cars sold. 


The project would begin in 


September 1078 if the auto in- 
dustry agrees. 


The airbags inflate automati- 


cally in the event of an acci- 
d e n t , preventing passengers 
from being tossed around inside 
the car or thrown from it. Cost 
per car for the devices would be 
between $30 and $100. depending 
on the type of bag used. 


Secretory Coleman said the 


airbags "arc 
technically fea- 


sible, would provide substantial- 
ly increased protection for the 
public in traffic accidents and 
can be produced economically." 
They will "prevent thousands of 
deaths and tens of thousands of 
Injuries," he believes. 


Nonetheless. 
required 
in- 


stallation on all cars would in- 
vite consumer rejection, Cole- 
man feels, and we believe he is 
right. Scat belts, when initially 
required, 
were 
rejected 
by 


many drivers. Their acceptance 
has come gradually. Scat belt 
interlock systems were rejected 
entirely. 


Airbags 
were 
offered 
for 


throe years by General Motors, 
but lack of consumer interest 
caused that firm to drop them. 


Under Colcman's 
plan, 
at 


least two auto manufacturers 
would agree to offer for sale a 
half-million cars equipped with 
airbags. Whether they will ac- 
cept the proposal, and whether 
enough consumers will try the 
cars thus equipped, are matters 
of conjecture. We do believe, 
however, that a step-by-step in- 
troduction of airbags will bring 
a greater degree of acceptance 
than forced use of the bags on 
all new cars.

BALTIMORE — The most bizarre 


aspect of the depressing Gary Gil- 
more affair is not the killer himself 
but those multitudes who have all 
along wished for the killer to be 
killed. They include the scores who 
hove from the beginning expressed a 
desire to be on the firing squad, and 
the array of ordinary men and women 
who have told pollsters of their ghoul- 
ish versions of justice. 


There thus has been a lesson in the 


convict's macabre theater. It has re- 
minded us of what the social chroni- 
clers have said is our failing rever- 
ence for life. Once we sanctified exis- 
tence, even held this as the greatest 
of our virtues: now, perhaps because 
we are overcrowded with one another, 
the society is changing its outlook. 


Nowhere is the change more ob- 


vious, and pronounced, than in a 
small portion of the Maryland medi- 
cal industry known as the Institute for 
Emergency Medicine. It is a shock- 
trauma facility which, under the law. 
approaches the question of life-death 
with a near surrealistic detachment. 
Its mission is to save people's lives, 
but "where necessary" it sometimes 
serves to take the lives instead. 


TIIK STATE OF Maryland consid- 


ers a person to he legally dead if the 
brain has ceased totally to function 
for a period of 24 hours. Hence in 
such circumstances doctors at the in- 
stitute are allowed to withdraw life 
support systems from their patients. 
Normally the physicians consult with 
relatives of the subject, other times 
this is impossible. In a sense, then, 
euthanasia here has Income common 
practice. 


The doctors who work at emergency 


medicine say that their responsi- 
bilities in these matters sound far 
more frightening than they are. They 
explain tlinl the shock-trauma unit re- 
ceives only the worst of emergency 
patients, those whom under ordinary 
circumstances have only hours to live. 
And so when all the wonders of sci- 
ence fall to revive the victims, Die al- 
lowance of death is humane. 


Such is the rationale of the moment. 


And not only among physicians wres- 
tling with the morality of euthanasia. 
Abortionists arc others who believe 


that the prevention of existence is 
merciful in that it is concerned with 
the right of women to be in control of 
themselves. And too. those who favor 
capital punishment feel philanthropic 
because they are interested In the 
safety of the vulnerable community. 


EVEN SUICIDE IS no longer con- 


sidered with negative certainty. Books 
have been written which suggest that 
under certain conditions people should 
not only have the right to take their 
own lives (it is technically illegal), 
but may have a responsibility to do 
so. For Instance: a desperately sick 
person who becomes a financial bur- 
den to his family; it's now said sui- 
cide may be the most honorable re- 
lief. 


One trouble with this somber trend 


is that, in motion, it has often moved 
beyond the limits of serious discussion 
and into the grip of ghastly excess. A 
Florida state legislator, as example, 
has tried to create a law in that state 
w h i c h would authorize the ex- 
termination of people — such as the 
retarded — who do not live in a pro- 
ductive manner. Shamelessly, the leg- 
islator argues that the business would 
not only be humane, but would save 
billions in public assistance. 


AND THEN TIIKUE is the district 


attorney 
of 
Gwinnett 
County 
in 


Gcohgia. His state has executed more 
people than any other in modern 
times — more than -too since the 1920s 
— but the Gwinnett D.A. lobbies for 
even larger numbers by wearing a 
gold-plated hangman's noose on his 
lapel. At that he is not alone in his 
sentiment: when a Virginia legislator 
recently and bomusedly suggested a 
return of the public gallows he was 
beseiued with support from 
those 


thinking him serious. 


Brave new world's a coming? Al- 


ready it is an age when politicians 
can demonstrate that feeding hungry 
nations is objectionable, that allowing 
some starvation may be the prefer- 
able way to stimulate self-help among 
the poor. Meanwhile, the homosexuals 
argue they are healthier than others, 
for they produce no offspring 
and 


therefore no grief. 


Life no longer seems to be lost 


merely by dying. It is slipping away 
from us, perhaps, little by little, in a 
thousand awful ways. 
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'Noiv's time for more buses' 


The time is right for the Village of 


Arlington Heights to fund the devel- 
opment of an expanded commuter bus 
service similar to the current Arling- 
ton Heights/Buffalo Grove system. 
Such a system would require an in- 
itial local subsidy, but could be fun- 
ded by the HTA once it is operational. 


Tills service would be essentially a 


north-south system which would per- 
mit commuters to get to the two train 
stations and provide transportation 
for local business employes. A limit- 
ed shopper use could also be expected 
as some library patrons arc already 
u t i l i z i n g the current Arlington 
Heights/Buffalo Grove system to get 
to the library. 


If such a system were implemented 


now, several advantages would result 
to the residents of Arlington Heights; 
the system would: 


I. Eliminate the need for a second 


or third auto for many families. 


2. Reduce congestion in and around 


the commuter stations at rush hour. 


3. Provide for more orderly devel- 


opment of our central business dis- 
trict so that commuter parking does 
not choke out development.

Groups9 campaign meeting Wednesday 
Pregnancy rule to be changed? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Women's 


groups and lawmakers, reacting 
quickly, are preparing a congression- 
al campaign to overturn-last week's 
Supreme Court decision allowing the 
exclusion of pregnancy from employ- 
er disability plans. 


Leaders of the women's 
rights 


movement and some labor represen- 
tatives will gather Wednesday in 
Washington to decide how best to leg- 
islate away the Impact of tHe justices' 
6-3 vote. 


Rep. Augustus Hawkins, D-Callf., 


chairman of the House education and 
labor subcommittee on equal opportu- 
nities, already is working on a revi- 
sion of the 1964 Civil Rights Act to 
counteract the court's decision. 


THE MAJORITY opinion by Justice 


William Rchnquist said the pregnancy 
exclusion in the General Electric Co.'s 
insurance plan is not based on sex 
and docs not violate Title VII of the 
civil rights law. The plan is no more 
timn a package covering some risks 
but not others, ho said. 


Congress can overcome the court 


decision by an amendment, since the 
ruling was based on an Interpretation 
of law rather than on the Constitution. 


Hawkins said the court appears to 


be retreating from its prior position of 
of any policies having discriminatory 
results, and adopting "the more nar- 
row criterion of discriminatory In- 
tent."

The report said the total 
number of deaths was "Impossible to verify through Individual 
caso dossiers." but tho estimate of more than 20,000 victims "Is 
based on reports from the domestic and international press, gov- 
ernment and opposition statements and Amnesty International's 
own statistical findings."

found to have active tuberculosis on Nov 11.

US Supremo Court will allow his death wish to be granted, met 
with attorno>s during the weekend to plan his defense for a pos- 
sible second murder trial, authorities said Sunday. Gllmorc, sched- 
uled lo be killed by a firing squad a \scck ago, was thwarted in his 
desire for immediate death when the Supreme Court granted a 
temporary stay of the execution on an appeal from his mother. 
Both Gllmorc and the Utah Attorney General have asked tho jus- 
tices to dismiss the appeal t\v the ailing, bedridden mother, Bessie 
Gllmorc. of Milwaukee, Ore, savins she has no standing in the 
ease. The Supreme Court considered the case last Wednesday and 
Friday, but declined to rule both times A decision to lift or extend 
the stay of execution it granted Is possible Monday. If no decision 
comes Monday, tho court will be In recess through the Christmas 
holidays.

Army Corps of Engineers dredging vessel, the Coast Guard Res- 
cue Center In San Francisco dispatched three cutters with pumps 
lo prevent flooding. The Coast Guard said the collision between the 
660-foot Swedish ship, the Don Carlos, and the 312-foot Corps of 
Engineers vessel, the Chester Harding, occurred shortly after mid- 
night. The Chester Harding carried a crew of 80. It was not imme- 
diately known how large a crew the Swedish ship carried. No 
Injuries were reported. A Coast Guard spokesman said the acci- 
dent took place near the Richmond-San Rafael Bridge north of Son 
Francisco.

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Feminists act to counter Supreme Court blow

Feminist lawyers from across the 


nation will meet In Philadelphia Tues- 
day to decide strategy to counteract a 
setback handed the women's move- 
ment last neck by the Supreme Court 
of the United Slates. 


The court ruled, 6 to 3, that com- 


panies do not discriminate against 
women when they deny sick pay to 
women out for childbirth and the sub- 
sequent recuperation. 


Excluding pregnancy from sickness 


and accident Insurance plans does not 
violate the 19&1 Civil Rights Act, 
which bars jobs discrimination on the 
bails of raco or sex, Justice William 
Rchnqulst ruled for the 5-3 majority. 


Karen DoCrow, president of the Na- 


tional Organization for Women, told 
United Press International the femin- 
ist lawyers will figure out the wording 
for proposed measures to bo in- 


troduced In Congress to overcome 
"the Court's blow to the1 women's 
movement." 


THE SUPREME Court's ruling, In a 


case involving General Electric Co., a 
major manufacturer of household ap- 
pliances, was the first to go against 
women's liberation movement alms. 


Previously, courts decided equal 


pay for equal work cases In tune with 
movement goals. The first big court 
decision In step with the movement 
was the ruling on abortion in the early 
1970s. 


Words like terrible, horror, shock, 


disbelief were used frequently by 
movement leaders asked to comment 
on the decision. 


Ms. DeCrow, a lawyer from Syr- 


acuse, N.Y., and author of the book, 
"Sexist Justice," was reached by tele- 
phone after the ruling. 


"What does It mean to the move- 


ment?" she was asked. 


"It means that we already have 


sponsors in the House and Senate to 
Introduce federal legislation," Ms 
DeCrow said. 


"CONG. AUGUST F. Hawkins of 


California and Sen. Birch Bayh of In- 
diana are our sponsors. 


"The legislation might be a narrow 


amendment to the insurance law or 
something broader. 


"We might just want to add some 


words to Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act. We really don't know the best 
way. Feminist lawyers will meet 
Tuesday in Philadelphia to decide 
what kind of language the bill should 
use. 


"There will be people from the Na- 


tional Organization for Women and 
the American Civil Liberties Union." 


Ms. DeCrow said the effect of the. 


Supreme Court decision denying sick 


pay to women out for childbirth and 
during the recovery period will mean 
economic hardships for a great many 
women and their families. 


"IT WAS A SLAP In the face to 


motherhood. 


"If people are paid sick leave when 


they're out for nose jobs, hair trans- 
plants and vasectomles, why not for 
childbirth?" 


Susan Ross, the American Civil Lib- 


erties Union lawyer who deals with 
discrimination cases against pregnant 
.workers, believes the decision has 
some serious Implications for all preg- 
nant workers, not just those out for 
childbirth. 


"Employers might decide they can 


fire these women or deny them a 
leave of absence or put them on a 
mandatory unpaid leave of absence. 


"The workers could lose their se- 


niority. All this is now up in the air — 


all these policies concerning pregnant 
workers." 


The court's ruling rejects rulings by 


six United States Courts of Appeals on 
the pregnancy issue. 


The judges decided in the lower fed- 


eral courts that exclusion of benefits 
for pregnancy violated Title VII. 


STATE REP. Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, who has been an 
active legislator for women's rights in 
the Illinois General Assembly, said 
'the decision pointed up the need for 
women on the Supreme Court. 


"I am pleased that there were three 


justices who understand what sex dis- 
crimination is," she said, "and I am 
surprised that the other justices 
showed 
such 
a 
lack 
of 
under- 


standing." 


"We certainly will need to move for 


corrective legislation," said 
Mrs.

Sexist advertising 


Women must unite 
to change image 


by I.AURA SCllMALIiACIt 


If lart week's Chicago conference on the portrayal 


of women In advertising proved anything, it was Hint 
the name of the game Is diversity — In the way 
women want to be represented by advertisers, In 
their complaints about offensive material and In the 
possible solutions to the problem of sexist advertis- 
ing. 


The collection of 75-100 advertising executives, 


media representatives, educational specialists and 
women's groups, sponsored by the state Commission 
on the Status of Women and the Commission on Hu- 
man Relations, seemed to agree that the demeaning 
Image of a giggling housewife talking to her toilet 
bowl had to go. But from that point on, It was up for 
grabs. 


A survey mailed to 1,000 members of activist wom- 


en's groups throughout tho state, both for and 
against the women's movement, had netted 300 re- 
plies at the time of the conference. From tho 106 
letters Included, more than ISO advertisements were 
singled out as cither demeaning or favorable to 
women. 


IN TIIK "MOST ACCEPTABLE" category, re- 


peated examples Included Scars Kenmoro appliance! 
because they show women In a homo environment; 
the "not acceptable" group included a Virginia Slims 
cignrct ad because It ostensibly poked fun at the 
RoaN of the feminist movement (the same ad also 
turned up In the acceptable category because it fea- 
tured women In a non-housewife role). 


Everything from laundry detergent to insurance 


companies camo under scrutiny from both the sur- 
vey respondents and the conference participants, 
and suggestions ranged from featuring more single 


and divorced people to upgrading tho image of 
housewives. 


But whether the conferees heralded or hated a par- 


ticular sales pitch, the emphasis seemed to be on 
avoiding a degrading portrayal, regardless of the 
woman's — or man's — role. 


There Is no doubt that many advertisements have 


been demeaning to women, said luncheon speaker 
Barbara Proctor of Chicago's Proctor and Gardner 
ad agency. But the roadblocks to eliminating those 
ads are formidable: a lack of concerted organization 
on the part of women consumers, and the reality 
that "advertisers are not worrying about 'social re- 
sponsibility' — they are out to sell a product first 
and foremost." 


"Advertisers have to recognize that women should 


be categorized as cither a corporate tycoon or 'just a 
housewife.' Women are people, and people are multi- 
faceted," Ms, Proctor said. "But our problem Is that

"Women consumers from ages 18 to 49 are the most 
formidable lobby In the United States, ana4 we do 
have the power to short-circuit an advertising por- 
trayal. In this case, 'what she gets Is what she 
wants.' " 


Organizing complaints and channeling them to the 


proper sources arc easier when women themselves 
are organized, Ms. Proctor said. Directing letters to 
the corporation president is one of the most effective 


women's groups to discuss positive and negative 
portrayals as well as options for change in the in- 
dustry.

The next step will be public hearings next spring 
before the Commission on the Status of Women, with 
possible recommendations coming from those ses- 
sions.

Skirt and waistband must be fitted separately 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 


When I machlnc-stltch my waist- 


band to tho skirt. It Is often larger 
than tho skirt and I don't get n proper 
(It. How should a skirt be fitted? Be- 
fore or after applying the waistband? 
— Dorothy C. 


Dear Dorothy, 


The skirt must l>c fitted separately, 


just as the waistband must be fitted 
before tho two can be attached. I have 
always suggested stitching a row of 
machine stitching with the longest 
stitch on tho scamllne. Ease up the 
stitching slightly, especially on each 
side of tho side scams, front and 
back. If you have a large tummy, 
case slightly over tho stomach area 
and eliminate front darts. 


Try tho skirt on to sec if it fits nice- 


ly over the curves of your body. Be 
sura It Isn't too tight. If it Is, It will 
form a fold of fabric just below tho 
waistband and look very unattractive. 


Next, fit the waistband to yourself, 


marking the spot where It will over- 
lap. (The extension of your waistband 
should be on tho underside; the top 
side of tho waistband should end at 
the zipper.) Now, carefully pin tho 
waistband over the eased skirt — re- 
member, the skirt must always be 
slightly larger than the waistband. 


Try your skirt on. If It fits perfectly, 


you are ready to machine-stitch the 
w a i s t b a n d . Be sure to pin it 
frequently to prevent slipping, but re- 
member to remove tho pins before 
stitching over them. 


These same Instructions will apply 


to pants as well as skirts.

Is it true that an acrylic knit will 


stretch out more than any other fiber 
or is this Just an idle rumor? — Mrs. 
M.N. 


Dear Mrs. M. N., 


' 
We can't generalize on any knits; 


you must test each one before you 
make a purchase. Try to pull the fab- 
ric with the cross grain where you 
will ordinarily find the most stretch. 
Unless it snaps right back into shape 
again, you are In deep trouble. 


Your knits don't have to be quite 


as tightly woven for soft, 
loose 


dresses, as they do for pants. But, I 
can't stress too strongly the need for 
pretesting every knit you purchase. 
Abo, you can often go by the quality 
of the knit for your guideline. The bet- 
ter the quality, the more likely it is 
that it will hold its shape. 


You also asked about underlining 


the knit to keep its shape. J never rec- 
ommend underlining a knit because 
you take away the stretch factor com- 
pletely. You may separately line a 
knit if you desire. Tills only makes it 
easier to slip on and off; it doesn't 
actually affect the stretch or give of 
the fabric.

Dear Eunice Farmer, 


Does the bias-cut skirt or dress 


stretch or "grow" In woven fabrics? 
You have mentioned that It docs with 
knits. — Mrs. Marguerite N. 


Dear Marguerite, 


Yes, the bios of any part of a gar- 


ment In woven fabric will certainly 
stretch somewhat. It is always advis- 
able to allow any bias area to relax 
and stretch out to its fullest before 
completing the garment.' 


As to knit garments, some of them 


will continually grow and get longer 
and longer. If you find this happening, 
it's best to fold this type of garment 
and. allow It to remain flat In a draw- 
er instead of on a hanger. With to- 


day's many new fabrics, there are no 
set rules to go by. Each garment and 
each fabric can present a new set of 
problems and must be treated individ- 
ually.

Helps for alcoholics 
listed in directory 


What does alcohol do to a person's brain and personality, ner- 


>out system and itomach? I have a friend who drinks loti of beer, 
even before breakfait It makes him mean and nervoui, also dan- 
gerous. He Lakts money his family nccd« for food and medicine to 
buy beer. What can be done? He says there l> no tuch thing as an 
alcoholic, but I think he Is one. 


On the basis of what you state I think you are right — he Is an 


alcoholic, the responsible members of his family should try to get 
help. I would suggest checking the Yellow Pages of your phona 
directory under Alcoholism and sec If there Is an Al-Anon organi- 
zation In the community. If so, the family member can call them 
and ask for guidance In handling the problem. 


If there Is no Al-Anon organization and there Is an Alcoholics 


Anonymous organization, perhaps some help can be obtained 
there. The family might ask the family doctor for his suggestions 
or help. You may find other organizations In the same listing in 
your phono book that help with problems of alcohol. 


I am sending you The Health Letter number 1-4, Alcohol, Whis- 


key, Gin, Vodka, Rum, Wine, Beer, to give you more information 
on the adverse effects of alcohol. Suffice it, to say here that alcohol 
damages the brain or nerves, the digestive system, the liver and Is 
a major cause of death In addition to the human misery it causes 
as a social problem. Others who want Information on the effects of 
alcohol can send SO cents with a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for that Issue of The Health Letter.

I aMo have high blood pressure and take one 
and a half water pills a day for II. 


I have enjoyed a drink of brandy and wine mixed: also now and 


then t lake a bottle of brer. The last seven days I have Dot taken 
any alcoholic drink at all. 


About three weeks igo I was having ante bleeds, but since 


leaving the drinks off. I have not had a note bleed. Would the 
alcohol be responslblle for ray noie bleed*? 


Alcohol does dilate the small blood vessels. You see this effect 


when the face flushes after a drink or two. If you have dilated 
small vessels, It Is easier for them to bleed from any cause. 


You may have had some Irritation of the lining of the nose that 


contributed to the problem. As you get older or are In a dry 
climate or very dry room, the lining of the nose may become 
excessively dry. The irritation may load to "picking" and Injure 
the note resulting In bleeding. 


Individuals with high blood pressure are someetlmcs subject to 


nose bleeds. Decreasing the blood pressure may help relieve the 
condition. 


You are better off not drinking anyway so you might as well 


•void It. If you have any excess weight, loss of body fat may help 
control your blood pressure. Finally If your nose is dry, put a little 
petroleum jelly or other lubricant In the tip of your nose in the 
morning and evening to stop the excess drying and irritation.

caught In a rainstorm. Moisture seeped Into my train case, and It's 
full of black mold. As It's part of a set I'd hate to lose the piece 
and am hoping you have some suggestion. — Katy Rich 


Try wiping It with a cloth wrung out of dilute alcohol (one cup 


rubbing alcohol to one cup water.) Then dry with a current of air. 
If mildew remains, wash with a thick suds of mild soap or deter- 
gent, or a soap containing a germicide or fungicide. Then wipe 
with a damp cloth and dry In an airy place. This Isn't guaranteed 
because mildew In luggage Is difficult, but it's well worth the try. 


Dear Dorothy: The best way to remove excess grease from a pot 


of soup or chill Is to lay a paper towel lightly across the top. As 
noon as It's soaked, remove. TV.O or three towels usually are suf- 
ficient. - Mrs. Ruth C. Stewart 


Dear Dorothy: I know you're supposed to use both parts of a 


double boiler to keep lime from forming In the bottom pan. I find 
It just as easy to put a teaspoon of cream of tartar in the water In 
tho bottom pan — and never a trace of lime. — Hilda Tuckcrman.

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Ford to leave with chin up, ready for challenges 


by RICHARD II. GHOWALD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford says ho Is wx sulking over his 
election defeat and will leave the 
White House "with, my chin up" for 
the exciting challenge of campus, 
charity, business, politics and liter- 
ature. 


In his first published Interview since 


losing to Jimmy Carter, Ford told 
UPt: 


"I am too young to vegetate." 
Puffing a pipe and scaled In a leath- 


er wing chair next to a crackling fire 
in the Oval Office Ford singled out no 
reasons for his defeat. 


"Wo lost. We did the best we could. 
"We have a clear conscience and I 


am going to leave the White House 
with my chin up nnd I am going to be 
looking forward to an exciting and 
challenging time ahead." 


FORD APPEARED puzzled about 


reports he dislikes Carter, and that — 
distraught over losing the presidency 
— he has turned Into a White House 
recluse. 


He preferred to talk of his achieve- 


ments and disappointments in tho 
White House, of the Russians, the Chi- 
nese, Richard Nixon, Henry Kissin- 
ger, the Republican party, his family 
and his future. 


"I have made a basic decision that 


I am not going to take a jab (hot will 
keep me busy on thtit particular job 
10, 12 hours a day. I anticipate a vari- 
ety of activity that will encompass 
some participation on college and uni- 
versity campuses, some philanthropic 
uork. some connections In the busi- 
ness world. 


"I will haic some political activity, 


not at the nuts and bolts level, but I 
Intend to hate an Influence in the Re- 
publican party." he said. "Of course, 
I expect to write a book, one or 
more.' 


"I will make no firm commitments 


In any of these fields until after the 
20th of January." 


FORD I..\L'nili:i) about published 


report* lie hoi been depressed since 
hii Nov. 2 defeat. 


"Where did I hose crazy impressions 


come from? They are really totally 
without fact or foundation. 


"Tin? truth Is, I have had enough 


experience in life where you win some 
and you lose some. I have never been 
one who sat around and sulked after I 
tost one. I always looked forward lo 
tho next challenge." 


Asked about reports he dislikes Car- 


ter. Ford shook his head. 


"1 think we have developed a 


friendship I tried (In a post-election 
meeting) to be cordial and friendly to 
him, and ho reciprocated. I couldn't 
say that we arc bosom friends. We 
Just didn't have that much exposure 
to one another, but there is absolutely 
no antagonism," he said. 


"THAT IS not my nature." Ford 


said. "So I felt It was not only a per- 
sonal responsibility but a responsi- 
bility as President to bo as friendly, 


and I was, and I think he did the 
same." 


Asked about Carter's remarks that 


ho might ask Ford to help- him the 
way Harry S. Truman used Herbert 
Hoover, Ford nodded. 


"I think depending upon what he 


wants me lo do, I will be very glad to 
cooperate with him," the President 
said. 


Docs he see himself as an elder 


statesman? 


"Oh, no." Ford replied, smiling. "I 


am going to be an active participant. 
So I will have my views known and 
my presence felt. I am too young to 
\egetatc." 


Asked why he lost to Carter, Ford 


waved his pipe and said, "I have read 
a lot. People have gone back and 
analyzed the election and I subjective- 
ly have done so, but I just don't think 
it Is helpful to replay and say If we 
had done this or done that we might 
have won. 


FORD SAID he looks to the future, 


not the past. "That Is exactly the way 
I feel, mentally, physically. 


"And just because we didn't go out 


socially or didn't have a press confer- 
ence or didn't do one or another thing 
Is no indication of a glumness about 
the result of the election. 


"As a matter of fact, we had to 


catch up on some sleep and we went 
out (after the cleclion) and enjoyed 
ourselves In Palm Springs. We really 
just had a period of relaxation," he 
said. 


During the Interview, he seemed 


rested. In full voice, animated, trim 
and joking. 


Asked why he telephoned former 


President Nixon two days after the 
election, Ford said, "It was a com- 
•blnation of things. 


"One, we have traditionally been 


concerned about Mrs. Nixon's health. 
And I hadn't talked to him for, what, 
three months, more or less, as I re- 
call. Secondly, I was Interested In his 
analysis of the election. 


DID FORD feel he was handicapped 


by the way he look office — first be- 
coming vice president when Spiro Ag- 
new resigned, then ascending to the 
presidency when Nixon was turned 
out by Watergate? 


"I never felt (hat being an une- 


Iccted President hod been harmful in 
the job that I had to do ... 
I never 


considered that a handicap." he said. 


Ford was asked If his granting Nix- 


on a pardon was Hie kind of presiden- 
tial decision-making Truman meant in 
saying that at the Oval Office, "the 
buck stops here." 


"I can't recall how many real, 


tough decisions where I was the only 
one that could make that decision — 
the pardon obviously was one. I rec- 
ognized that in those tough decisions 
there are gray areas where you had 
to evaluate the pros and cons and tho 
arguments would cross over, the ar- 
guments might be well planned, but 
that is part of the job."

His voice rose when he discussed 


the future of the Republican party 
and his part In It. He said the nrtion 
needs a strong tuo-party system. 


"THEREFORE, IT is important 


that the Republican party be alive, 
that It contribute at the local, state 
and national levels," Ford scW. "I 
hope to be Instrumental in giving 
some guidance and support to the par- 
ty." 


Ronald Reagan, whom he defeated 


for the GOP nomination, has called 
for the GOP to bo a base for con- 
servatives. Ford disagreed. 


"I do think I can contribute in mak- 


ing certain that the Republican party 
Is broadbased, that it has an open 
door to people In all segments of our* 
society. 


"I think the fact that I got 48, 49 per 


cent of the vole Indicates that nearly 
half of the American people will sup- 
port someone who has a philosophy 
like the one I have and that is a policy 
of bringing In people on a geogra- 
phical, philosophical basis." 


"I feel that during my presidency 


the greatest achievement was the 
healing of the divisiveness, the heal- 
ing of the differences between the 
American people. 


He ticked off what he felt were oth- 


er accomplishments: 


• "I think that Vladivostok (where 


in 1974 he reached agreement with So- 
viet Communist party General Sec. 
Leonid Brezhnev to limit offensive 
strategic nuclear weapons) was really 
sn historic achievement. 


• "The initiative we took in south- 


ern Africa (mediating between blacks 
and South Africa and Rhodesia) which 
I firmly believe will result in the suc- 
cess there was another break- 
through," Ford said. 


• "The continued movement in the 


Middle East certainly, in my opinion, 
will result in a final settlement of 
those tough problems. If we hadn't 
been nblc to move I think the Middle 
East would have blown up." 


• Winning the battle against in- 


flation. We are not home free, but by 
any standards I think we have made 
tremendous progress." 


He waved his pipe. "The one area 


where we haven't done as well as I 
had hoped and probably my greatest 


disappointment is we haven't made 
the kind of progress in unemployment 
that I had hoped and I think must be 
achieved by my successor." 


"I think the problem can be solved. 


I just hope that the new adminis- 
tration doesn't overly concentrate on 
that problem because if they do, they 
will undoubtedly lose some of the 
gains we have made in fighting the 
battle of inflation." 


How does he figure history will 


judge his administration? 


Ford leaned forward and said, "We 


have gotten 23,000 or more letters in- 
cluding roughly 2,000 from people who 
said they voted for Mr. Carter and the 
consensus, seems to be that historians 
will look upon this 24 years a record 
of achievement during a \ery tough 
time in the United States." 


Ford covered these other topics: 
• Kissinger: "I think Henry Kissin- 


ger will go down as one of the finest 
secretaries of state this country has 
ever had." 


• Carter's selection of Cyrus Vance 


as Kissinger's successor: "I think it is 
a good appointment. I have known 
Cyrus Vance since we were In law 
school together." 


• On his thoughts just before suc- 


ceeding Nixon: "I felt that I was pra 
pared to take over because my experi- 
ence as vice president. I was con- 
fident that I was well Informed, I was 
experienced in the handling of most 
domestic and international affairs ... 
I was fully assured within myself that 
I could handle the problems. 


• His reform of the CIA and other' 


intelligence agencies: "... Today the 
intelligence community in the federal 
government is, I think, on the road to 
doing the job that they have a respon- 
sibility to do and at the same time I 
am convinced they are living up to 
their responsibilities as far as the 
American people are concerned. And 
as long as we have good people at the 
head of the intelligence community, 
the abuses that existed in the past will 
not reoccur." 


• His wife and children in the 


White House: "As a family, we are 
closer today than we ever have been . 
. . ae (he and Betty) consider that a 
real blessing because the tendency Is 
when children get that old, they sort 
of drift off. The campaign really 
made the family a closer unit than 
they had ever been before."

things necessary for Its inhabitants to sustain life. In 
the spring, summer and fall, living is more or less 
easy. Food Is abundant, and the temperature is mod- 
erate. Winter, houevcr, sometimes Imposes a hard- 
ship on nature's creatures, and they must leave their 
homes In search of a more suitable habitat. 


Birds probably are tho most famous of the migra- 


ting animals. Some of them wing their wuy for thou- 
sands of miles from colder to warmer climates. 
The'c nre n number of reasons why they do this — 
to find food, to breed and nest are among the top 
choices. 
' 


Migrating, however, is not something that the 


birds Invented, or can claim a patent on. Mammals, 
fish and even insects periodically migrate for one 
reason or another, and it seems that only the snakey 
reptiles ore the true stay-at-homes. 


Land mammals probably migrate the shortest dis- 


tances. Deer and elk, for example, generally live in 
mountainous regions. Their migration might simply 
consist of traveling down the slopes as winter closes 
in. With the coming of (he dry season in Africa, 
however, many mammals migrate great distances in 
search of water. 


Although most insects spend their lives sticking 


pretty close to their place of birth, some of them are 
champion migrators. Perhaps the best known are 
(ho monarch butterfly and Its cousin the painted lady 
butterfly. In the fall huge flocks of monarchs travel 
several thousand miles as they fly south from Cana-

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Utilities reap tax bonus: report 


The nation's major utility com- 


panies this year collected a bonus $1.5 
billion from customers thanks to tax 
loopholes that do not require the utili- 
ties to pass along industry tax brooks 
to customers, according to a report by 
two Washington citizens' organiza- 
tions. 


A report completed by the Environ- 


mental Action Foundation and the Na- 
tional Consumer Information Center 
in Washington, D.C. says tho $1.5 bil- 
lion in profit for fiscal 1975 marks a 
$300 million Increase over fiscal 1974. 


Tho report was released Sunday 


through tho Illinois Public Action 
Council. 


The greatest single winner in the 


profit was Commonwealth Edison Co. 
which collected some $110 million, the 
report said. 


THE PROFIT RESULTS from the 


accounting procedures which the utili- 
ties ore allowed to use to report to the 
Internal Revenue Service and the 
states' Individual commerce commis- 
sions. The companies' rates are based 
on figures that do not take Into ac- 
count huge tax breaks and write - offs

Danger only if rabies strikes 
Vampire bat's bite causes fright

Superstition of one type or another has adversely affected the 


attitudes of people toward many animals, particularly creatures of 
the night, among these, the bat. 


Although the bat symbolizes good luck in the Orient, it had the 


opposite connotation in Europe. Westerners regard the bat as 
darkly as the night through which it flics. Artists of medieval 
times and the Renaissance endowed Satan with bat wings. But to 
many, If not most people, the bat signified one thing — that fright- 
ening horror of the supernatural, the vampire. 


Before the Spanish conquistadors trekked into the jungles of the 


American tropics, however, the association between the bat and 
the vampires of European legend did not exist. The vampire bat, 
which feeds on the blood of mammals and birds, lives only in the 
New World, from northern Mexico to the middle of South America. 
Nowhere else In the world do bats that feed on the blood of other 
creatures exist. 


CONTRARY TO popular belief, not even the vampire bat sucks 


blood, nor docs It take enough of the fluid to harm its human 
victims. There are reports about sleeping horses covered with 
vampires, and about repeated attacks b4v these creatures weaken- 
ing fowl and puppies to the point of death. But the slightest move- 
ment by a human will send the bat flitting to safety. Vampire bats 
are small, with bodies no longer than a man's hand. 


The manner in which the vampire feeds is fascinating. Its razor- 


sharp teeth scoop out a tiny slice of Its host's skin, deep enough to 
allow blood to trickle forth. An anticoagulant In the bat's saliva 
keeps the blood flowing steadily, although not heavily. As the 
blood flows, the bat laps it up with incredible speed, Inverting its 
tongue to form a trough through which the fluid spurts into the 
mouth, perhaps creating a slight vacuum in the process. 


The bite of the vampire apparently has some sort of anesthetic 


quality for it seldom awakens a sleeping animal or man. William 
Beebe, the famed explorer and naturalist of the New York Zoologi- 
cal Society, once experimented on a colleague to assess the sensi- 
tivity of sleepers to the bat's bite. His subject had been bitten 
twice by bats the night before without awakening. Beebe tried 
several times to draw blood from the man's finger by pricking it 
with a pin while the subject slept, but each time woke the fellow, 
who must have been a good natured sort. 


BEEBE ALSO allowed a vampire to alight on his arm, and 


observed the bat crawl up his limb. He reported hardly feeling it 
as it moved, wings neatly folded, on his flesh. 


Another Illustration of the ability of the vampire to bite without 


awakening sleeping victims occurred around 1920 when several 
members of a University of Michigan expedition to Colombia were 
bitten by bats during the night. In the morning, the victims awoke 
to find themselves dabbed with smears of blood, but not one of 
them had been disturbed as the bats had fed in the dark of night. 


Furnishing a meal for a vampire bat cannot be described as a 


pleasant experience, but in itself it does not endanger human well- 
being. The wound made by the bite of the bat is minuscule and the 
amount of blood it takes slight. On occasion, however, the bite of 
the vampire, and, as we shall see, of other bats as well, can visit 
man with a horror far more terrible than the Imagined menace of 
its blood meal: rabies, which bats, like other mammals, can carry 
and transmit to man. Several million cattle die yearly in Latin 
America because rabid vampire bats have fed on them. The cost 
of the loss totals $350 million annually. 


RABIES IS CAUSED by a virus in the saliva of the infected 


animal. Once the virus is transmitted, the disease will break out 
after an Incubation period that averages about two months, unless 
the victim has received vaccine. The virus attacks the nervous 
system and virtually always causes death within two weeks after 
the onset of the first symptoms. 


Bats have replaced dogs as the main source of rabies infection 


in humans, and since 1051 nine people have died after being bitten 
by bats infected with the disease. The most recent death was In 
1973. The victim was a 26-year-old Kentucky man bitten on the ear 
h»v a bat that entered his home while he slept. The man did not 
seek treatment for the bite, which seemed minor, and a month 
later he suddenly sickened. He died two weeks afterward. 


Bat rabies occurs In almost all states, but the incidence of the 


disease In other animals is not as widespread and is concentrated 
only in certain areas. 


The reservoirs of rabies In wild cnlmals represent a constant 


source of infection that can spread to domestic animals and 
people. Except for bats, however, most of the small wild mam- 
mals that carry the disease do not travel very far. And so, barring 
major epidemics, rabies in various species will continue to be 
concentrated in some regions and absent from others.

Prepare prisoners ior 'outside' 
Better jobs, wages for inmates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Illinois Is 


among three states giving prisoners 
better jobs than stamping out license 
plates — and paying them standard ' 
wages — In an cxpeiimcntnl effort to 
prepare inmates more effectively for 
outside careers, a federal agency said 
Sunday. 


Tho Law Enforcement Assistance 


Administration said Connecticut, Min- 
nesota and Illinois are taking part in 
the $2 million, federally-funded ven- 
ture aimed at eliminating mean- 
ingless prison work. Some prisoners 
In tho new program earn up to $10,000 
a year, it said. 


"Making brooms and stamping out 


license plates — the stereotyped pris- 
on industries — may be heading for 
extinction," the LEAA sold. 


ILLINOIS WILL use its £450,000 


grant to open an auto body shop, a 
data programming business and a 
graphics business and expand a mat- 
tress shop at Jollct, nnd expand a fur- 
niture rcflnishlng plant at Sheridan. 


Stato officials said the furniture 


plant expansion will enable it to in- 
crease production by 80 per cent and 
boost monthly sales from $0,000 to 
$10,000. 


"If we arc going to get these men 


back into the community, we have to 
give them a proper work experience," 
said Warden Carl Robinson of the 
Connecticut state prison at Somcrs. 
"Tho wages arc Important. But, also, 
it is demeaning to do meaningless 
prison busy work." 


Connecticut will spend some of Its 


$493,193 LEAA grant to lease modern 
equipment for Its print shop, hoping to 
boost sales from $86,000 a year to 
$400,000. 


MINNESOTA 
HAS experimented 


with the new concept for two years 
while modernizing its prison in- 
dustries. 


"Our track record shows that this is 


all going to work," said Stanley Wood, 
Minnesota prison industries director. 
"Private Industry here has already 
shown that if you pay people a stan- 


dard wage they're motivated to pro- 
duce." 


One firm that provides prison food 


services pays Minnesota inmates $2 50 
an hour and another runs a computer 
programming shop in which inmates 
earn up to $10,000 a year, the LEAA 
said. 


Minnesota will use its $498,193 grant 


to bring in more industries, one a 
shop for making fireplace logs of 
wood chips. With eight workers, it ex- 
pects to gross $60,000 the first year. 
Another employing 50 inmates to re- 
pair school buses expects to gross 
$600,000. 


Mortgage lenders unfair 
to older city areas: official 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Is the 


neighborhood where you live homo- 
geneous? 


Are the residents roughly tho same 


in race, ethnic background, income, 
age, education and life style? Are the 
houses about the same in price, size, 
age and crchltccturc? 


If the answers are "no," according 


to congressional testimony, mortgage 
lenders probably consider your neigh- 
borhood a poor risk. 


Darcl E. Grotlums, director of hous- 


ing policy for Seattle, Wash., told Uie 
Senate Banking Committee Thursday 
the 'two federally sponsored corpo- 
rations on home mortgage lending 
tend to discriminate against older 
neighborhoods, those of a mixed na- 
ture and those undergoing change. 


THAT, HE said, makes it harder for 


cities to revitalize themselves. 


Both the Federal National Mortgage 


A s s n . , generally called "Fannie 
Mac," and the Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Corp., known as "Freddie 


Mac," buy home mortgages 
from 


banks and other primary lenders, 


Grothaus said the problem starts 


with appraisal and underwriting stan- 
dards used by the American Institute 
of Real Estate Appraisers and the 
Society of Real Estate Appraisers. 


"If the families in a neighborhood 


are congenial, the neighborhood gen- 
erally has strong appeal and stability. 
When the residents are of varied eco- 
nomic, social and cultural back- 
grounds, the appraiser must dctcr- 
m i n e w h e t h e r 
this lack of 


homogeneity reduces the neighbor- 
hood's desirability to present and 
prospective occupants." 


A SOCIETY manual tells appraisers 


to check for houses of similar price, 
style, utility, quality, age and size; 
for resident income in the same gen- 
eral bracket; for residents of similar 
cultural, educational, ethnic and so- 
cial backgrounds; and for similar 
land use. 


T e x t b o o k s of both professional 


groups, say most older urban neigh- 
borhoods eventually deteriorate be- 
cause the wealthy leave, the poor 
move in and values decline, says 
Grothaus. 


He said teaching helps to make It 


so. 


"Entire neighborhoods may be de- 


clared totally ineligible for loans be- 
cause of appraisal standards which 
presume the inevitable deterioration 
of neighborhoods," Grothaus said. 


Although the agencies are not sup- 


posed to exclude entire neighborhoods 
or inquire Into racial composition, 
they use forms asking whether a 
neighborhood is homogeneous In prop- 
erty prices, type of occupancy, archi- 
tectural style, land use and age of 
homes, Grothaus said. 


The practice goes beyond hard- 


headed business and into the realm of 
"private value Judgments," he said, 
urging Congress to change the policy.

0 J. Sim- 
pson won the rushing title with 1,503 
yards. 


THE HOOF caved in shortly after- 


wards. "Everyone was disappointed 
today . . . especially Walter," offered 
hcnd coach Jack Pardce when the 
game was over. "This Is a team \ve 
should have easily beaten but we got 
an fully banged up out there today 
and we just didn't have the personnel 
to hold Denver off." 


The Broncos absorbed their share of 


punishment as well. A portion of it 
turned out to be a blessing in disguise, 
however. When starting Denver quar- 
terback Craig Pcnrose was carted off 


their field seven plays into the game, 
his replacement was an obscure Mis- 
sissippi grad named Norris Wccse 
who almost slnglchandedly pulled off 
the win for the guests. 


A World Football League costoff, 


Wcose rushed for 120 yards and 
passed for 100 more Sunday, including 
a 13-yard scoring strike, as the 
Broncos made their first regular sea- 
son visit to Chicago a successful one. 


ALSO PLAYING a key role was 


Otis Armstrong, who carried for 116 
yards to crack the 1,000 mark for the 
season. 


Chicago hit the Scoreboard one play 


into the game and typically it was a 


defensive 
maneuver accomplishing 


the feat. Cornerback Allan Ellis 
snared a Penrose pass and returned it 
22 yards to the end zone. 


The Bears scored again in the sec- 


ond period on a 21-yard dash by Pay- 
ton. It was his 13th TD of the season, 
putting him one behind club record 
holder Gale Sayers.

First black 
show skater 
sets example 


DENVER (UPI) - The first black 


featured In a major Ico skating show 
Is determined to set an example for 
other minority skaters seeking a pro- 
fessional career. 


"I didn't have a Honk Aaron or • 


Willie Mays to Idolize In figure skat- 
Ing when I got started," said Atoya 
Wilson, 25, who has been skating for 
IS jcars. 


"But I strongly feel that just by ap- 


pearing in the show, it will serve as 
«n Incentive to black and minority 
skaters who might otherwise n*ver 
give professional 
skating a second 


thought." 


WILSON, appearing with the Ice 


Follies In Denver, said he became 
interested in Ico skating at the age of 
seven when his parents took him to a 
skating show in Los Angeles. Ho said 
he was so inspired by the show he 
began skating lessons and at the age 
of 11 started competition as an ama- 
teur. 


The 145-pound afro colffured skater 


went on to accomplish several firsts. 
He won the U.S. national novice title 
at 14 and in 1967 became the first 
black to receive a gold medal from 
the U.S. Figure Skating Association. 


Wilson had hoped to continue com- 


petition and gain a berth in th« I960 
Olympics but instead opted to com- 
plete high school. After graduation, ho 
attended Loyola Univosity In Los An- 
geles for two yean and then got an 
offer he couldn't refuse. 


Wilson sold owners of the Holiday 


On Ico show, a division of the larger 
Ice Follies, signed him to a contract 
which started his carver as a profes- 
sional skater. 


"I WAS REALLY kind of apprchcn- 


»ive about Joining the show at first," 
Wilson said. "They travel primarily 
throughout the southern part of the 
country which gave reasons to be con- 
cerned about how the crowds would 
react to me." 


His first show was at Birmingham, 


Ala., in 1970, Wilson recalled, "and 
•urprislngly the audience was very re- 
ceptive. From then on, it has been 
pretty smooth sailing." 


Wilson's special brand of skating 


has wooed and awed crowds as he 
aettnlngly floats across the Ice pave- 
ments in rhythmic patterns to the 
tune of rock, jazz and pop recordings. 


"I really get turnod-on out there on 


the Ice," he said. "It's even more of a 
turn-on when we're playing In major 
dties where the audience Identifies 
with the music and kind of gets into it 
also."

Peculiar pleas don 9t sway electoral voter 


Sharon Sharp makes her mark on 


history this morning. 


Mrs. Sharp, GOP committee woman 


In Elk Grove Township, Is headed for 
Springfield vthcrc she will be one of 
538 Americans electing the next Presi- 
dent of the United Stales. 


She Is a member of the Electoral 


College, an honor she concedes was 
bestowed upon her for her Republican 
volunteer work In a state carried by 
Gerald Ford In November. 


The 
Arlington 
Heights 
resident 


plans to mark her ballot for Ford, de- 
spite pleas from other candidates for 
her vote. 


SINCE HUE was named an elector, 


she has received a number of letters 


from so-called candidates asking her 
support. 


They are not from big names like 


President-elect Jimmy Carter or con- 
tender Eugene McCarthy or even Ro- 
ger McBride, 1972's maverick elector 
who was the Libertarian candidate for 
president this year. 


Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tildcn W. Johnsen of Los 
Angeles and Robert L. Brewster of Al- 
buquerque, N M., both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes. 


Johnson's main Issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs. Sharp, is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate — 
the control by "foreign sources" of 
the editorial management of the ma- 


jor American television networks and 
newspapers through payments of "bil- 
lions of dollars." 


BREUSTER. who repeatedly mis- 


spells the word "electoral" in his let- 
ter to Mrs. Sharp, says a "terrible 
earthquake" will ravage California if 
he isn't elected. 


"I am sure you are auare that a 


hurricane (first in 10 years) damaged 
the New York City area after the 
Democratic Convention failed to nom- 
inate me as their presidential candi- 
date," he said. "Furthermore, the 
newspapers reported that approxi- 
mately 60 minor earthquakes oc- 
curred in California after the Novem- 
ber election " 


If she was so inclined, Mrs. Sharp 


could cast her ballot for one of these 
candidates — or for anybody else for 
that matter. 


While some states have the power 


to fine electors if they don't follow the 
popular vote, Illinois has no such law. 
Nowhere in the country is an elector 
required to vote for a specific candi- 
date 


ONLY SEVEN electors have ever 


broken tradition 
McBride was the 


last to do so, voting for Libertarian 
candidate Theodora Nathan in 1972 In 
Virginia, a state that voted for Nixon. 


"There's always a temptation for 


people to buck the system I'm sur- 
prised It hasn't happened more," Mrs 
Sharp says. "It's a foolish thing to 
leave this open " 


If she wanted to vote for someone 


other than Ford, she says, the only 
penalty she would risk is the wrath of 
the Republican Party. But. she says 
"I could go down there (to Spring- 
field) and say 'Hey gang, I want to go 
down in history, and I've got this ego 
problem, and I'm going to vote for 
Sharon Sharp'." 


Mrs. Sharp says she doesn't have 


any desire to vote for anyone other 
than Ford. There's only one thing that 
limits the excitement of it all. 


"I would have rather been voting 


for a winner," she says. "What gets 
me the most is going to Springfield 
and voting for President Ford know- 
ing that he's already selling his house.

residents 


In a survey conducted by the North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission, 
the housing lenders were asked to as- 
sess the effects of racial and econom- 
ic balance In Chicago and suburban 
communities and to list the priorities 
fur rehabilitating declining neighbor- 
howls 


Suburban and city housing commis- 


sion members discussed the results of 
the survey at n workshop .Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NORTHUEST hUBURIJS arc not 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 
wilt be asked by NIPC to study their 
low-income jnd 
minority housing 


needs If they apply for federal grants 


For example. Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new, no longer has 


enough housing for the moderate-In- 
come families that original!) founded 
the subutb, said Cathy Duuba, chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who must move 


usually 
want 
to purchase better 


homes, the least desirable homes arc 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced homes arc built, she .said, so 
those who cam middle incomes arc 
forced to settle for the undesirable 
homes If they with to remain in the 
community.

"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging in Cook County," Hanscn said "I 
believe the incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board.

subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board finance com- 
mittee Business interests and com-

Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tilden W. Johnson of Los 
Angeles and Robert L Brcwsterof Al- 
buquerque, N M, both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes. 


Johnson's main Issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs Sharp, Is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate —

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The deterioration of older neighbor- 


hoods in Chicago and Its suburbs is a 
serious problem, say members of city 
and suburban housing commissions, 
but priority for federal aid should go 
to communities trying to achieve a di- 
versity of economic, racial and ethnic 
residents. 


In a survey conducted by the North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission, 
the housing leaders were asked to as- 
sess the effects of racial and econom- 
ic balance in Chicago and suburban 
communities and to list the priorities 
for rehabilitating declining neighbor- 
hoods. 


Suburban and city homing commis- 


sion members discussed the results of 
the survey at a workshop Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NORTHWEST SUBURBS ore not 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 


will be asked by NIPC to study their 
low-income and minority housing 
needs If they apply for federal grants. 


For example, Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new, no longer has 
enough housing for the moderate-in- 
come families that originally founded 
tho suburb, said Cathy Duoha, chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who must move 


usually want to purchase better 
homes, tho least desirable homes are 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced homes are built, she sold, so 
those who earn middle Incomes are 
forced to settle for the undesirable 
homes If they with to remain in the 
community. 


"I used to think, 'Who the heck 


would want to live way out there?' 
Now It's not 'way out there,' and I 
live there," she said. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburbs be- 


sides Elk Grove Village face this 
same housing problem. Last week 
NIPC listed 53 suburbs in its six-coun- 
ty region that have more than 5,000 
Jobs and less than 2 per cent minority 
population or at least one low or mod- 
erately priced home or rental unit for 
every three jobs. 


Northwest suburban communities 


on this list are Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plalnes, Mount Prospect, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


NIPC is the regional planning agen- 


cy for Cook, Du Page, Lake, Kane, 
McHenry and Will counties and the 
clearinghouse for federal old appli- 
cations from local governments within 
the region. 


Next year, NIPC Is expected to 


adopt a permanent policy by which to 
measure a suburb's compliance with 
federal open housing laws. At that 
time, suburbs that do not comply 


could find it increasingly difficult tn 
get NIPC endorsement of their feder- 
al grant applications. 


Mrs. Duoba said Elk Grove Village 


is undertaking a housing study to find 
ways of providing more moderately 
priced housing for those who work in 
the village's large Industrial section. 


FEDERAL GUIDELINES preserve 


the right of o worker to be able to 
afford to live in or near the commu- 
nity he or she works in, she said, and 
one-third of the study will list possible 
steps that con be taken to meet those 
housing needs In the community, she 
said. 


Mrs. Duoba stressed that suburban 


communities must begin to work now 
to meet the needs of long-time resi- 
dents and nonresident workers. 


"If you do nothing, the forces still 


go on around you and the status quo 
is no longer the status quo," she said. 
"We should accept our local planning 
responsibilities."

Sharon Sharp makes her mark on 


history this morning. 


Mrs. Sharp, GOP committee woman 


In Elk Grove Township, is headed for 
Springfield where she will be one of 
538 Americans electing the next Presi- 
dent of the United Stales. 


She is a member of the Electoral 


College, an honor she concedes was 
bestowed upon her for her Republican 
volunteer work In a state carried by 
Gerald Ford in November. 


The 
Arlington Heights 
resident 


plans to mark her ballot for Ford, de- 
spite pleas from other candidates for 
her v«e. 


SINCE SHK was named an elector, 


she has received a number of letters 


from so-called candidates asking her 
support. 


They arc not from big names like 


President-elect Jimmy Carter or con- 
tender Eugene McCarthy or even Ro- 
ger McBride, 1972's maverick elector 
who was the Libertarian candidate for 
president this year. . 


Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tilden W. Johnsen of Los 
Angeles and Robert L. Brcwster of Al- 
buquerque, N.M., both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes. 


Johnson's main Issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs. Sharp, is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate — 
the control by "foreign sources" of 
the editorial management of the. ma- 


jor American television networks and 
newspapers through payments of "bil- 
lions of dollars." 


BREWSTER. who repeatedly mis- 


spells the word "electoral" In his let- 
ter to Mrs. Sharp, says a "terrible 
earthquake" will ravage California if 
he isn't elected. 


"1 am sure you are aware that a 


hurricane (first in 10 years) damaged 
the New York City area after the 
Democratic Convention failed to nom- 
inate me as their presidential candi- 
date," he said. "Furthermore, the 
newspapers reported that approxi- 
mately 60 minor earthquakes oc- 
curred in California after the Novem- 
ber election." 


If she was so Inclined, Mrs. Sharp 


could cast her ballot for one of these 
candidates -- or for anybody else for 
that matter. 


While some states have the power 


to fine electors If they don't follow the 
popular vote, Illinois has no such law. 
Nowhere in the country is an elector 
required to vote for a specific candi- 
date. 


ONLY SEVEN electors have ever 


broken tradition. McBride was the 
last to do so, voting for Libertarian 
candidate Theodora Nathan in 1972 in 
Virginia, a state that voted for Nixon. 


"There's always a temptation for 


people to buck the system. I'm sur- 
prised it hasn't happened more," Mrs. 
Sharp says. "It's a foolish thing to 
leave this open." 


If she wanted to vote for someone 


other than Ford, she says, the only 
penalty she would risk Is the wrath of 
the Republican Party. But, she says 
"I could go down there (to Spring- 
field) and say 'Hey gang, I want to go 
down in history, and I've got this ego 
problem, and I'm going to vote for 
Sharon Sharp'." 


Mrs. Sharp says she doesn't have 


any desire to vote for anyone other 
than Ford. There's only one thing that 
limits the excitement of it all. 


"I would have rather been voting 


for a winner," she says.'"What gets 
me the most is going to Springfield 
and voting for President Ford know- 
Ing that he's already selling his house.

Unit mulls 
building 
tax break

New commercial, industrial and 


large apartment buildings may be in 
for a tax break in 1977 under a pro- 
posal by suburban members of the 
Cook County Board. 


The proposal would reduce assess- 


ments on new commercial, Industrial 
and apartment buildings with six 
units or more to 17 per cent of their 
market value for four years. 


Normally, the assessment on com- 


mercial and industrial buildings is 33 
per cent and apartment buildings arc 
assessed at 40 per cent of market val- 
ue. 


B o a r d members Carl Hansen, 


Mount Prospect, and Joseph A. Tec- 
son proposed the countywide assess- 
ment reduction as an alternative to a 
plan offered 
by County Assessor 


Thomas M. Tully that would reduce 
assessments on 
new 
commercial 


buildings only in specially designated 
blighted areas. 


"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging In Cook County," Hansen said. "I 
believe the Incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board. We have to 
look at the problem in total." 


THE PLAN TO cut assessment on 


new commercial buildings will be the 
subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board finance com- 
mittee. Business interests and com- 
mercial real estate brokers generally 
support the Idea. 


Howard Krafsur, of Bennet and 


Kahnweiler Associates, developers of 
Centex Industrial Park in Elk Grove 
Village, said Cook County and Illinois 
must take steps to keep and attract 
industry. 


"Industry has moved from Chicago 


to the suburbs and now out of state. If 
they don't do something they're going 
to find real problems in 23 to 33 
years." 


Krafsur said taxes on a new indus- 


trial building In Northwest Cook Coun- 
ty will be significantly higher than on 
the identical building in DuPage 
County. 


"If the question is has Cook County 


lost buildings to other counties be- 
cause of taxes, the answer is yes," he 
said. 


The full ramifications of the lower 


assessment proposal still are not 
known, Hansen said. Some of the tax 
impact information is being compiled 
now.

for rehabilitating declining neighbor- 
hoods. 


Suburban and city homing commis- 


sion members discussed the results of 
the survey at a workshop Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NORTHWEST SUBURBS ore not 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 


will be asked by NIPC to study their 
low-Income and 
minority housing 


needs If they apply for federal grants. 


For example, Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new, no longer has 
enough housing for the moderate-In- 
come families that originally founded 
the suburb, said Cathy Duoba, chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who must move 


usually want to purchase better 
homes, the least desirable homes are 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced hornet are built, she said, so 
thoso win earn middle Incomes are 
forced to settle for the undesirable 
homes if they with to remain in the 
community. 


"I used to think, 'Who the heck 


would want to live way out there?' 
Now It's not 'way out there,' and I 
live there," she said. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburbs be- 


sides Elk Grove Village face this 
same housing problem. Last week 
NIPC listed 53 suburbs in Its six-coun- 
ty region that have more than 5,000 
jobs and less than 2 per cent minority 
population or at least one low or mod- 
erately priced home or rental unit for 
every three jobs. 


Northwest suburban communities 


on this list are Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaincs, Mount Prospect, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


NIPC Is the regional planning agen- 


cy for Cook, Du Page, Lake, Kane, 
McHenry and Will counties and the 
clearinghouse for federal aid appli- 
cations from local government) within 
the region. 


Next year, NIPC is expected to 


adopt a permanent policy by which to 
measure a suburb's compliance with 
federal open housing laws. At that 
time, suburbs that do not comply 


could find It increasingly difficult to 
get NIPC endorsement of their feder- 
al grant applications.

In Elk Grove Township, la headed for 
Springfield where she will be one of 
Mfl Americans electing the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


She is a member of the Electoral 


College, an honor she concedes was 
bestowed upon her for her Republican 
volunteer work In a state carried by 
Gerald Ford In November. 


The 
Arlington Heights 
resident 


plans to mark her ballot for Ford, de- 
spito pleas from other candidates for 
her vote. 


SINCE SUE was named an elector, 


she has received a number of letters 


from so-called candidates asking her 
support. 


They are not from big names like 


President-elect Jimmy Carter or con- 
tender Eugene McCarthy or even Ro- 
ger McBride, 1972's maverick elector 
who was the Libertarian candidate for 
president this year. 


Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tllden W. Johnscn of Los 
Angeles and Robert L. Brewster of Al- 
buquerque, N.M., both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes. 


Johnson's main Issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs. Sharp, is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate — 
the control by "foreign sources" of 
the editorial management of the ma- 


jor American television networks and 
newspapers through payments of "bil- 
lions of dollars." 


BREWSTER. who repeatedly mis- 


spells the word "electoral" In his let- 
ter to Mrs. Sharp, says a "terrible 
earthquake" will ravage California If 
he isn't elected. 


"I am sure you are aware that a 


hurricane (first in 10 years) damaged 
the New York City area after the 
Democratic Convention failed to nom- 
inate me as their presidential candi- 
date," he said. "Furthermore, the 
newspapers reported that approxi- 
mately 60 minor earthquakes oc- 
curred in California after the Novem- 
ber election." 


If she was so Inclined, Mrs. Sharp 


could cast her ballot for one of these 
candidates — or for anybody else for 
that matter. 


While some states have the power 


to fine electors If they don't follow the 
popular vote, Illinois has no such law. 
Nowhere in the country Is an elector 
required to vote for a specific candi- 
date. 


ONLY SEVEN electors have ever 


broken tradition. McBride was the 
last to do so, voting for Libertarian 
candidate Theodora Nathan In 1972 in 
Virginia, a state that voted for Nixon. 


"There's always a temptation for 


people to buck the system. I'm sur- 
prised It hasn't happened more," Mrs. 
Sharp says. "It's a foolish thing to 
leave this open." 


If she wanted to vote for someone 


other than Ford, she says, the only 
penalty she would risk is the wrath of 
the Republican Party. But, she says 
"I could go down there (to Spring- 
field) and say 'Hey gang, I want to go 
down in history, and I've got this ego 
problem, and I'm going to vote for 
Sharon Sharp'." 


Mrs. Sharp says she doesn't have 


any desire to vote for anyone other 
than Ford. There's only one thing that 
limits the excitement of it all. 


"I would have rather been voting 


for a winner," she says "What gets 
me the most Is going to Springfield 
and voting for President Ford know- 
Ing that he's already selling his house.

New commercial, Industrial and 


large apartment buildings may be In 
for a tax break in 1977 under a pro- 
posal by suburban members of the 
Cook County Board. 


The proposal would reduce assess- 


ments on new commercial, industual 
and apartment buildings with six 
units or more to 17 per cent of their 
market value for four years 


Normally, the assessment on com- 


mercial and Industrial buildings is 33 
per cent and apartment buildings are 
assessed at 40 per cent of market val- 
ue. 


B o a r d members Carl Hanscn, 


Mount Prospect, and Joseph A. Tec- 
son proposed the countywide assess- 
ment reduction as an alternative to a 
plan 
offered 
by County Assessor 


Thomas M. Tully that would reduce 
assessments 
on 
new 
commercial 


buildings only in specially designated 
blighted areas. 


"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging in Cook County," Hansen said. "I 
believe the incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board We have to 
lock at the problem in total." 


THE PLAN TO cut assessment on 


new commercial buildings will be the 
subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board finance com- 
mittee. Business Interests and com- 
mercial real estate brokers generally 
support the idea. 


Howard Krafsur, of Bcnnct and 


Kahnweiler Associates, developers of 
Centex Industrial Park in Elk Grove 
Village, said Cook County and Illinois 
must tako steps to keep and attract 
industry.

office last February. 


Norma Krolack, secretary to Vil- 


lage Mgr. Daniel T. Larson, received 
a small brown buffalo from Mt. Rush- 
more after her nephew visited the 
monument earlier this year. 


"It has to do with being traditional 


and sentimental," says Mrs. Krolack 
of the buffaloes.

date 


ONLY SEVEN electors have ever 


broken tradition. McBnde was the 
last to do so, voting for Libertarian 
candidate Theodora Nathan in 1972 In 
Virginia, a state that voted for Nixon. 


"There's always a temptation for 


people to buck the system. I'm sur- 
prised it hasn't happened more," Mrs. 
Sharp says "It's a foolish thing to 
leave this open." 


If she wanted to vote for someone 


other than Ford, she says, the only 
penalty she would risk is the wrath of 
the Republican Party. But, she says 
"I could go down there (to Spring- 
field) and say 'Hey gang, I want to go 
down in history, and I've got this ego 
problem, and I'm going to vote for 
Sharon Sharp'." 


Mrs Sharp says she doesn't have 


any desire to vote for anyone other 
than Ford. There's only one thing that 
limits the excitement of it all. 


"I would have rather been voting 


for a winner," she says "What gets 
me the most Is going to Springfield 
and voting for President Ford know- 
Ing that he's already selling his house.

The detour signs and red construc-

Unit mulls

New commercial, industrial and 


large apartment buildings may be in 
for a tax break In 1977 under a pro- 
posal by suburban members of the 
Cook County Board. 


The proposal would reduce assess- 


ments on new commercial, industrial 
and apartment buildings with six 
units or'more to 17 per cent of their 
market value for four years. 


Normally, the assessment on com- 


mercial and Industrial buildings is 33 
per cent and apartment buildings are 
assessed at 40 per cent of market val- 
ue 


B o a r d members Carl Hanson, 


Mount Prospect, and Joseph A Tec- 
son proposed the countyvvide assess- 
ment reduction as an alternative to a 
plan offered .by County Assessor 
Thomas M. Tully that would reduce 
assessments 
on 
new 
commercial 


buildings only in specially designated 
blighted areas 


"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging in Cook County," Hanson said "I 
believe the incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board We have to 
look at the problem in total." 


THE PLAN TO cut assessment on 


new commercial buildings will be the 
subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board 
finance com- 


mittee. Business interests and com- 
mercial real estate brokers generally 
support the idea

Once strangers, they're pals now

Robert Gusek's father died three 


years ag6 just when the youngster . 
needed him the most. 


He was just beginning to grow up 


and there was a whole world to learn 
about, modern math to tackle and 
kites to fly. 


Robert, 12, of Hoffman Estates, 


might have had to do all that alone If 
it were not for Art Holton,.a stranger 
three times his age, who cared 
enough to be his "big brother." 


ROBEHT IS like many suburban 


youngsters reared by single parents. 
Divorce, desertion and death are as 
prevalent In the suburbs as inthe big 
cities, Myrna Rosengard, Northwest 
suburban coordinator for Big Brothers 
of .Metropolitan Chicago, said. 


"There are a lot of fatherless boys 


out hero who need guidance and a 
positive male influence in their lives. 
We are finding out about more chil- 
dren every day who would like to be 
In the program/Now, we are just look- 
ing for big brothers to match them up 
with," she said. 


Big Brothers has matched 50 young- 


sters and adults since beginning a 
program in the Northwest suburbs 
two years ago. There are 310 matches 
In Cook and DuPage counties, Ms. 
Rosengard said. 


BUT TIIEIIE IS a waiting list of 125 


suburban youngsters and 400 through- 
out the Chicago area who need and 
want a big brother, she said. 


Bigg Brothers must be at least 18 


years old and agree to visit with a 
littlo brother for several hours each 
week for a year. 


The idea of being a companion and 


friend to a young boy was appealing 
to Holton, 32, Park Ridge, a bachelor 
who lives alone. ( 


"I LIKED the idea of being able to 


help develop another Individual," he 
said. "I hod some pretty wild times 
when I was a youth and I could have 
used some direction." 


Holton learned about Big Brothers 


from a television advertisement. An 


Low-income house lack 
hurting suburbs: survey 


The deterioration of older neighbor- 


hoods In Chicago and Its suburbs Is a 
serious problem, say members of city 
and suburban housing commissions, 
but priority fur federal aid should go 
to communities trying to achieve a di- 
versity of economic, racial and ethnic 
resident*. 


In a survey conducted by the North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission, 
tho housing leaders were asked to as- 
sess (ho effects of racial and econom- 
ic balance In Chicago and suburban 
communities and to list tlic priorities 
for rehabilitating declining neighbor- 
hoods. 


Suburban and city housing commis- 


sion members discussed the results cf 
the survey at a workshop Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NOHTIIWEST SUBURBS are not 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 
will be asked by NIPC to study their 
low-Income and 
minority housing 


need* If they apply for federal grants. 


For example. Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new. no longer has 
enough housing for the moderate-in- 
como families that originally founded 
the suburb, said Cathy Duobn, chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who must move 


usually want to purchase 
better 


homos, the least desirable homes arc 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. Howcicr, loo few moderately 
priced homes arc built, she said, so 
those who earn middle incomes arc 
forced to settle for the undesirable 


homes if they with to remain in the 
community. 


"I used to think, 'Who the heck 


would want to live way out there?' 
Now it's not 'way out there,' and I 
live there," sho said. 


OTIIEH NORTHWEST suburbs be- 


sides Elk Grove Village face this 
same housing problem. Last week 
NIPC listed 53 suburbs in its six-coun- 
ty region that have more than 5,000 
jobs and less than 2 per cent minority 
population or at least one low or mod- 
erately priced home or rental unit for 
every three jobs. 


Northwest suburban communities 


on this list ore Arlington Heights, Das 
Pluincs, Mount Prospect, Palatine. 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


NIPC Is tho regional planning agen- 


cy for Cook, Du Page, Lake, Kane, 
McIIcnry and Will counties and the 
clearinghouse for federal aid appli- 
cations from local governments within 
tho region. 


Next year, NIPC is expected to 


adopt a permanent policy by which to 
measure a suburb's compliance with 
federal open housing taws. At that 
time, suburbs that do not comply 
could find it increasingly difficult In 
get NIPC endorsement of their feder- 
al grant applications. 


Mrs. Duoba said Elk Grove Village 


Is undertaking a housing study to find 
ways of providing more moderately 
priced housing for those who work in 
the village's largo industrial suction. 


FEDERAL GUIDELINES preserve 


the right of a worker to be able to 
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aunt who was familiar with tho pro- 
gram encouraged him to apply. 


Big and little brother applicants are 


interviewed by caseworkers who at- 
tempt to match participants accord- 
ing to their common interests, back- 
ground and geographic proximity.

You both know you're being 
brought together to help each other 
out and make a relationship work. 
But we were relaxed and got along 
just fine from the start," Holton said. 


There's been a constant flurry of 


activity ever since — bicycle rides, 
visits to downtown Chicago museums, 
building model rockets and flying 
kites. 


"I especially 
liked building the 


afford to live in or near the commu- 
nity ho or she works In, she said, and 
one-third of the study will list possible 
steps that can be taken.to meet those 
housing needs in the community, she 
said.

In Elk Grove Township, Is headed for 
Springfield where she will be one of 
538 Americans electing the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


She Is a member of the Electeral 


College, an honor she concedes was 
bellowed upon her for her Republican 
volunteer work In a state carried by 
Gerald Ford In November. 


The 
Arlington 
Heights 
resident 


plans to mark her ballot for Ford, de- 
spite pleas from other candidates for 
her voto. 


SINCE SHE was named an elector, 


she has received a number of letters 


from so-called candidates asking her 
support. 


They are not from big names like 


President-elect Jimmy Carter or con- 
tender Eugene McCarthy or even Ro- 
ger McBride, 1972's maverick elector 
who was the Libertarian candidate for 
president this year. 


Instead, the letters bear household 


names like Tllden W. Johnscn of Los 
Angeles and Robert L. Brcwster of Al- 
buquerque. N M , both of whom spent 
considerable sums seeking electoral 
votes 


Johnson's main Issue, according to 


his letter to Mrs. Sharp, Is to end a 
conspiracy as big as Watergate — 
the control by "foreign sources" of 
the editorial management of the ma- 


jor American television networks and 
newspapers through payments of "bil- 
lions of dollars." 


BREHSTER, who repeatedly mis- 


spells the word "electoral" In his let- 
ter to Mrs. Sharp, says a "terrible 
earthquake" will ravage California if 
he isn't elected. 


"I am sure you arc aware that a 


hurricane (first in 10 years) damaged 
the New York City area after the 
Democratic Convention failed to nom-* 
Inate me as their presidential candi- 
date," he said. "Furthermore, the 
newspapers reported 
that approxi- 


mately 60 minor earthquakes oc- 
curred In California after the Novem- 
ber election " 


If she was so Inclined, Mrs. Sharp

The company maintains a 
separate network of jobbers and dis- 
tributors to handle its more than 100 
harmonica models. 


"Practically everybody at some 


time in his life has owned a harmoni- 
ca," Armstrong says. "There seems 
to be no saturation point. We sell hun- 
dreds of thousands of dozens. You al- 
most think you arc in the jelly bean 
business." 


THE MARINE Band model is to- 


day's most popular harmonica, but 
many might remember The Boys Bri- 
gade, the Rob Roy Harp, the Druids 
Harp, Angels Choir or Wee Macgree- 
gor harmonicas which the company 
has manufactured during the years. 
Armstrong remembers when the Ma- 
rine Bond sold for 75 cents. It's $3.95 
today. 


Although the harmonica is its best- 


known product, the company calls it- 
self the world's largest maker of mu- 
sical Instruments and also markets in- 
struments like pianos, 
accordions, 


recorders, keyboards and banjos and 
electronic equipment like amplifiers 
and microphones. 


Armstrong's office at 543 Busse Rd. 


is responsible for selling these other 


instruments in 19 states, and he says 
sales will top $1 million for tlx first 
time this year.

"Our big item now is the clavinet,

The deterioration of older neighbor- 


hoods In Chicago and Its suburbs is a 
serious problem, say members of city 
and suburban housing commissions, 
but priority for federal aid should go 
to communities trying to achieve a di- 
versity of economic, racial and ethnic 
resident*. 


In a survey conducted by the North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission, 
the housing leaders were asked to as- 
sess the effects of racial and econom- 
ic balance in Chicago and suburban 
communities and to list the priorities 
for rehabilitating declining neighbor- 
hoods. 


Suburban and city housing commis- 


sion members discussed the results cf 
the survey at a workshop Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NOUTHWKST SL'DL'IIHS arc not 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 
will be asked by MFC to study their 
low-income 
and 
minority housing 


needs If they apply for federal grants. 


For example, Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new. no longer has 
enough housing for Hie moderate-in- 
come families that originally founded 
the suburb, said Cathy Dtioh.i. chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who must move 


usually want to purchase 
better 


homes, the least desirable homes arc 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced homes arc built, she said, so 
those who cam middle Incomes arc 
forced to settle for the undesirable 


homes If they with to remain in the 
community. 


"I used to think, 'Who the heck 


would want to live way out there?' 
Now It's not 'way out there,' and I 
live there," she said. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburbs be- 


sides Elk Grove Village face this 
same housing problem. Last week 
NIPC listed 53 suburbs in its six-coun- 
ty region that.have more than 5,000 
jobs and less than 2 per cent minority 
population or at least one low or mod- 
erately priced home or rental unit for 
every tlirce jobs.

FEDERAL GUIDELINES preserve

Unit mulls 
building 
tax break

New commercial, industrial and 


large apartment buildings may be in 
for a tax break in 1977 under a pro- 
posal by suburban members of the 
Cook County Board. 


The proposal would reduce assess- 


ments on new commercial, industrial 
and apartment buildings with six 
units or more to 17 per cent of their 
market value for four years 


Normally, the assessment on com- 


mercial and industrial buildings is 33 
per cent and apartment buildings ore. 
assessed at 40 per cent of market val- 
ue. 


B o a r d members Carl Hansen, 


Mount Prospect, and Joseph A. Tec- 
son proposed the countywide assess- 
ment reduction as an alternative to a 
plan offered by County Assessor 
Thomas M. Tully that would reduce 
assessments 
on 
new 
commercial 


buildings only in specially designated 
blighted areas 


"Work for our building trades and 


capital investment of all kinds is lag- 
ging In Cook County," Hansen said. "I 
believe the incentives should be ap- 
plied across the board. We have to 
look at the problem in total." 


THE PLAN TO cut assessment on 


new commercial buildings will be the 
subject of upcoming public hearings 
by the county board finance com- 
mittee. Business interests and com- 
mercial real estate brokers generally 
support the idea. 


Howard Krafsur, of Bcnnet and 


Kahnweiler Associates, developers of 
Centex Industrial Park in Elk Grove 
Village, said Cook County and Illinois 
must take steps .to keep and attract 
industry. 


"Industry has moved from Chicago 


to the suburbs and now out of state. If 
they don't do something they're going 
to find real problems in 25 to 35 
years." 


Krafsur said taxes on a new indus- 


trial building in Northwest Cook Coun- 
ty will be significantly higher than on 
the identical building in DuPage 
County. 


"If the question is has Cook County 


lost buildings to other counties be- 
cause of taxes, the answer is yes," he 
said. 


The full ramifications of the lower 


assessment proposal still are not 
known, Hansen said. Some of the tax 
impact information is being compiled 
now.

the survey at a workshop Saturday 
and considered proposals for reviving 
deteriorating neighborhoods. 


NORTHWEST SUBURBS are nut 


generally faced with the problems of 
neighborhood deterioration, but they 
will be asked by NIPC to study their 
low-income and 
minority housing 


needs if they apply for federal grants. 


For example, Elk Grove Village, al- 


though relatively new, no longer has 
enough housing for the moderate-in- 
come families that originally founded 
the suburb, said Cathy Duoba, chair- 
man of the village's housing commis- 
sion. 


Because persons who' must move 


usually want to purchase better 
homes, the least desirable homes are 
left unsold and thus deteriorate, she 
said. However, too few moderately 
priced homes are built, she said, so 


those who earn middle incomes are 
forced to settle for the undesirable 
homes if they with to remain in the 
community. 


"I used to think, 'Who the heck 


would want to' live way out there?' 
Now it's not 'way out there,' and I 
live there," she said. 


OTHER NORTHWEST suburbs be- 


sides Elk Grove Village face this 
same housing problem. Last week 
NIPC listed 53 suburbs in its six-coun- 
ty region that have more than 5,000 
jobs and less than 2 per cent minority 
population or at least one low or mod- 
erately priced home or rental unit for 
every three jobs. 


Northwest suburban communities 


on this list are Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plaines, Mount Prospect, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. • 


NIPC is the regional planning agen- 


cy for Cook, Du Page, Lake, Kane, 
McHenry and Will'counties and the 


clearinghouse for federal aid appli- 
cations from local governments within 
the region. 


Next year, NIPC is expected to 


adopt a permanent policy by which to 
measure a suburb's compliance with 
federal open housing laws. At that 
time, suburbs that do not comply 
could find it increasingly difficult to 
get NIPC endorsement of their feder- 
al grant applications. 


Mrs. Duoba said Elk Grove Village 


is undertaking a bousing study to find 
ways of providing more moderately 
priced housing for those who work in 
the village's large industrial section. 


FEDERAL GUIDELINES preserve 


the right of a worker to be able to 
afford to live in or near the commu- 
nity he or she works In, she said, and 
one-third of the study will list possible 
steps that con be taken to meet those 
housing needs in the community, she 
said. 


Mrs. Duoba stressed that suburban 


communities must begin to work now 
to meet the needs of long-time resi- 
dents and nonresident workers. 


"If you do nothing, IKS forces still 


go on around you and the status quo 
is no longer the status quo," she said. 
"We should accept our local planning 
responsibilities." 


About 90 community housing lead- 


ers responded to the NIPC survey on 
the effects of neighborhood deteriora- 
tion, and the findings formed the 
basis for the workshop. 


Housing leaders of several close-m 


suburban communities, including west 
suburban Cicero and Bellwood, urged 
increased federal grants to revive the 
older neighborhoods and to encourage 
a racial and economic balance. 


They asked for solutions to the 


problem of racially and economically 
integrating communities without di- 
viding them into easily recognizable 
low-, middle-or high-income blocks or 
into racial and ethnic areas.
